being done, the Chicago 


Herald, whioh has been howling all 
nlong for Cleveland ond reform, wantu to 
know i* the democracy has been be- 
trayed by tho St. Louis oonvention. 
Hero ore some utterances from the ach- 
ing pen of tbo Eorald editor: 


It thus results that five million voters 


are, for tho nonce, sold in the house ot 
their friends to a body ot ten upon which 
they have but one undoubtable repre- 
sentative. 
Before this spectacle the 


Herald retreats in momentary distress. 
It is Jeffersoniem betrayed. 
It is tbe 


very jeer of centralism upon tho benig- 
nant features ot reform. 
Again, the Herald in its moments of dis- 
appointment over the cowardice and 
trading in the democratic convention, in 
which principle was sold and iniluonoe 
bartered for the alleged purpose of oatoh- 
infj votes, says, "It is with no small sor- 
row that the Herald, at this critical mo- 
ment in tho fortunes of the democracy, is 
fosood to speak plainly and truly of tha 
dissatisfying events that have acoompa- 
nied tho assemblage of the party." 


To show how firmly grounded tho com- 


plaints ut tho Herald are, au-1 how con- 
spicuous was tho oowardiou and trading, 
the Gazette will reproduce a portion ot 
speeob of Henry Watterson wben Le pre- 
sented tho platform to tho oonvention: 
Mr. Chairman and Fellow Democrat}; 


We bring to you a platform upon which 


domoorats may stand without feeling that 
they are away from homo. It embraces 
a declaration of principles to wbiob dem- 
ocrats may subscribe without looking 
around tho corner. It embodies a state- 
ment of facts incontrovertible. It delo- 
oalizes tip cause of reform nod givos_ to 
it a language which may bo spoken alike 
in New Jersey and Iowa, in Massachu- 
setts and in Texas. Its face is set in tho 
right direction;' and its eyes look upon 
the rising, not the setting sun. 


This sentimental laudation is piled upon 


tho platform ot 1884 and which was then 
unanimously reaffirmed by the St. Louis 
convention. Bat three days before this 
speech was made, this same Harry Wafc- 
terson, and his Courier-Journal, said, 
"Iho tariff plank of tho last convention, 
was a delusion and a fraud. It read one 
way and meant anotber way." 


But the exhibition of shameful incon- 


sistency does not stop here. 
On Tues- 


day, the very day the democratic con- 
vention assembled, th« Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal, . under 
tho direction of 


Henry Wotterson.made these confessions: 


In ISCi the democrats nominated a 


union soldier on a platform declaring 
the war a failure. 


In 1868 in nominated a hard money 


democrat on a soft money platform. 


In 187? it nominated 6 lite-long pro- 


tectionist 011 a non-oommitnl platform. 


In 1SSO it nominated a union general 


on a platform declaring for "a tariff for 
revenue only," This platform the nom- 
inee repudiated under the direction of 
Mr. Barnum, and in every instance wo 
were ingloriotialy and deservedly beaten. 


It then went on to say, as tho G-szstte 


has already quoted, that the tariff plauk 
of ISSi was "a .delusion and a fraud"- 
There are thousands ot democrats who 
believe that anmo 'itiing, and who will 
agree with the democratic Herald, of 
Chicago, that the democratic party baa 
been sold in tho house ot its friends.

nny reflecting person to hope for such 
result w»3 an anticipation which oould 
only be entertained by tho most refined 
credulity. That three fall yearn of demo- 
cratic ascendency oould be maintained 
without soaudale, robberies, incipient re- 
bellions, treasonable combinations, and 
general disruptions and upheavals, can 
with great propriety, be looked upon 
with astonishment and disappointment 
and the speeches m St. Lau;u indicate 
that tho wonder is (is great on tho part o< 
the members ot tbat pnrt-y na among rc- 
publioana/and this result is thus s<ton- 
ishmg and unexpected to friends and 
political foes because of the violence 
which it does to all tbo teachings and 
traditions ot the democratic party. 


But this condition establishes one 


great fact beyond all question, and it is 
the chief glory ot the republican policy. 
Tbat fact if, that the principles and 
truths which lad been conceived end 
enforced by that party have become so 
interwoven with tbe political fubnu o! 
the country by twenty-five years, of tu- 
preiue authority, that even thrc-o years o£ 
democratic supremacy have been unable 
to destroy or efface them. 
Tho perma- 


nent character of its reforms and labors 
lias not given way to the pernicious and 
alien influences of democratic domina- 
tion ; while the stability of tho principles 
ot liberty, equality and integrity which

Nothing could testify so powerfully to the 
radical and profound character o£ the 
transformation which tho country hps un- 
dergone within »generation,nnd ot its un.

tho cheap sidewalk florists of tho market 
and street corners—who are thoir best cus- 
tomers, and you will get the same answer 
that I have given you. I can't utdorstaud 
it, cither." 
" These pets and flowers," said a modest 


working-girl to the reporter a half-hour, 
later, " they cheer us and wo should feel 
lost without thorn. Why, wo can almost 
always tell when ono of our companions is 
going wrong1, that is, coming homo late, 
becoming bold and gay, and entertaining 
longiags for dress and ornaments, by her 
giving away her pets and plants or neglect- 
ing them." 


Tho canary is by long odds tho favorito 


pet with working-girls. The little sky-blue 
nonpareil birds, as they arc called,' lovo 
birds, Javu sparrows und othors aro well 
represented. G-uiena pigs and white mice 
also occasionally receive their share of fos- 
tering attention in these humble homes. As 
to flowers, tho hardier, cheaper and prattler 
of pot plants aro tho most popular. Tho 
geranium is tho most common; then cornea 
tha heliotrope, then tho luschia, and they 
also cultivate tbo wall-flower, tho primrose, 
several varieties of the pink, the oxalis or 
wood sorrel and whatever will thrive in cir- 
cumscribed quarters with limited cure.

Some- 
times one who is too ill to seek her dally 
work, but able to be about within doors,will 
minister to tbo wants of a dozen or more of 
such' possessions oa behalf of companions 
lodging in the same house. Sometimes a 
kind-hearted landlady will volunteer simi- 
lar .offices'for a trifling reciprocation in tho 
way .of stitching, mending or of some cheap 
but pretty worsted or cardboard ornaments 
for her vacant walls.
